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Continuation of 13. Other The newly added limitation in claims 3 and 38 reciting that the pervious polymer sheet "is sufficiently pervious 
so that a vacuum pressure can be pulled through the polymer sheef would require further consideration. Also, in claims 34 and 38, by 
amending the limitation Vithout the use of heat" from the evacuating step to the resin and reinforcement application step would require 
further consideration. Further, as stated throughout prosecution of the instant application the limitation of "without the use of heat" does 
not appear to have support in the orginal disclosure. Furthemnore, Applicants' arguments are drawn to the entire process, whereas the 
limitation is recited in regard to the specific process step of "applying at least one coat of resin and reinforcement" (see claim 34, lines 6- 
7). Regarding Applicants' arguments about the use of transitory phrase "consisting essentially of," it is noted that in the Final Rejection 
mailed 4/6/2006 it was shown that "[t]he transitional phrase 'consisting essentially of limits the scope of a claim to the specified materials 
or steps 'and those that do not materially affect the basic and novel characteristic(s)' of the claimed invention." As such, it is the applicant 
who has the burden of showing that the introduction of additional steps or components would materially change the characteristics of 
applicant's invention. 
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
